Valley oil field is a ‘benefit 'to consum- 
ers apart from its desirability in the 
interest of sharing the market. 

It is a physical fact that if wells 
are mun wide open, it is not possible 
to make as lange a necovery of oil as 
if they were helé down. Naturally 
the consumer is interested in having 
a continuous . supply of oil at low 
prices. 

If for instance the wells in Turner 
Valley were to run wide open the tem- 
perature in the oil bearing rocks 
would rapichy decline. It is another 
geological fact that there is a lot of 
wax in Turner Valley oil. In the pro- 
cess of cooling it would congeal and 
block the 'tiny rock pores through 
which the oil oozes to the foot of the 
well. 

Once this happened, great quanti- 
ties of oil would be placed forever be- 
yond recovery.

warding them and thus lending a park 
air to these laborers’ dwellings. On 
completion these hcuses will be occu- 
pied by laborers and their families, 
numbering almost four thousand, who 
will be selected as to fitness ag ten-| 
ants. They will rent the houses from 
the Government, as the houses can- 
not be purchas:d, in line with the La- 
bor government's policy of social

The fall 
wheat crop may be unthrifty from 
Iack of adequate available phosphate 
essential to the promotion of strong 
root clevelopment and proper filling of 
the grain; or, due to an excess of nit- 
rogen and deficiency of phosphate in 
the soil, the straw may have grown 
so tall, succulent and weak that lodg- 
ing of the crop resulted. Where there 
is a tendency of grain crop to lodge 
the use of manure for fall wheat must 
be ‘avoided and a fertilizer of 0-16-6 
analysis applied. This combines high 
phosphate with potash, both being 
instrumental in maturing and stiffen- 
ing the straw. 

Phosphorus (or phosphoric acid, as | 
it is known in the trade) is ‘supplied | 
but scantily in manure and by most 
soils, yet is the all-important factor | 
in (building the plant root system, a) 
fundamental need) for early maturity 
and seed production. The vigorous 
deep rooting, which phosphate pro- 
motes enables the crop to extend its 
feeding anea, to explore the resources 
of the subsoi! .and find protection 
against drought.

Thus, these men, during the winter months, help make short work of garnering 
greater crops during the few and fleeting days of harvest season, and so many of 
the men thus engaged have themselves come from farm homes.

At this season of the year, foods improperly stored, vegetables left 
in corners of: cellars, open milk containers and such like, may become 
disease carriers unsuspected. In cold weather stale ve etables, “specked” 
fruits from stores, and other impurities do not make their imperfec- 
tions known quickly. It behooves our citizens and housekeepers to look 
well to the sanitation of homes from every angle, and to enforce the 
strictest cleanliness of’ premises occupied, as well as of foods and water 
consumed. . 

Cold weather is preservative to, many of the most dangerous bac- 
teria. It is not known just how long typhoid and para-typhoid germs 
will live and remain virulent in cold, but it is a long time. Once within 
the human system they develop rapidly into the very serious cold 
weather diseases named for them. It is of the utmost importance that 
your ice-box be watched. It is not-always sanitary because you notice 
no impure odor from the jar of cream that spilled last week and which 
left a greasy smear on two or three of the shelves for several days. . 
You may have a pretty fair culture of mixed bacteria that live at low 
temperature. . ' 

We should be more careful in winter than. in summer to have pure 
food and water. Inspections of city water should be doubled, b the, 
most vigilant, capable officials. You have a right to demand cleanliness 
from dairymen who peddle milk in bottles. Cold weather epidemics are 

« among the most fatal known. Be vigilant and save trouble. «ite,

COMMON SALT PREVENTS 
HEAT EXHAUSTION 
The severe muscle cramps occur: 
ring among werkers exposed to unts- 
ually high temperatures arg common 
among stee} workens, miners, foundry 
men and whip stokers. They are 
sometimes called “heat cramps”, o» 
‘miners’ cramps”. While the exist- 
ence of these muscular pains had tong 
been known tc occur it wag left for 
J. S, Haldane the eminent English 
physiologist, to euggest that this con- 
dition was cauced iby the loss of salt 
in the pnocesy of eweating. Another 
Engiishman, K. N. Moss, had (pre- 
viously pointed out that wailors vol- 
untariky ate miore salty food during 
extrem, hot weathen. 


Most peaple are aware of the symp- 
toms of heat exhaustion. ‘These are 
| general depression, headache, dizzi- 
ness, nausea, diarrhoea and stomach 
distress. In the severer forms muscle 
cramips cicour as well. As a result of 
Haldane’s suggestion, a group of 
mine workers was induced to try the 
salty water. The results were magi- 
cal. There were no further attacks of 
cramps and much jess complaint of 
fatigue than formierly. A similar ex- 
periment made in Russia showed that 
when salt was administered to per- 
sons working in high temperature 
they were less subject to fatigue and 
heat exhaustion. 

The cibjection to this form of treat- 
ment is the salty taste. This has been 
overcome by the use of 5-grain salt 
tablets to which, as a further im- 
provement, 5-grains of dextrose arg 
added. 
| Im the Journal of Industrial Hy- 
giene for December 1981, are given 
some interesting data on the benefits 
of salt talken in tablet fonm by work- 
ers in a lange steel plant. 


plant. In the summer of 1927, heat 
cramps were responsible for the loss 
‘of 48 working days among this group: 
The use of salt was begun in the fol- 
lowing year with the result that only 
nine days were lost. In 1929, the loss 
was \but 4 days and in 1930 none. 

The means of prevention of the il} 
effects of heat exhaustion are simple, 
Ordinarily ‘the use of 5 grains of salt 
with each drink of water is ample. 
Try it.
